are  over  1,000  of  theae  caves,  and  in 
them  live  about  800  people — "chum 
pignonista,"  who  rarely  see  the  day¬ 
light.  The  descent  into  theae  caves  ia 
by  way  of  rope  ladders. 

One  of  the  moat  interesting  sight* 
around  Paris  it  the  subterranean  exca¬ 
vations  where  this  vegetable  ia  rdw-d. 
Some  of  the  caves  are  nothing  more  or 
leas  than  tunnels,  while  others  are  ex¬ 
hausted  stone  quarries,  quite  a  number 
of  them  extending  under  the  streets  of 
the  city.  These  caves  have  to  be  spe¬ 
cially  prepared  for  their  growth,  and 
great  care  and  attention  are  given  to 
their  keeping  and  perfect  preservation. 
The  temperature  varies  but  little  in 
summer,  and  only  climatic  influence*, 
that  is  a  very  wet  or  very  dry  seaeon, 
more  than  one  of  heat  or  cold,  tends  to 
affect  the  daily  production  of  the  bed*. 
As  nearly  as  possible  a  tern perumte  of 
42  degrees  F.  is  maintained.  It  is 
also  considered  of  great  importance  thai 
the  air  curreuts  move  invariably  in  the 
same  direction.  Tins  should  be  from 
north  to  south,  and  never  wore  than 
slightly  appreciable.  The  mushroom 
beds  are  prepared  by  sprinkling  a  qu&n 
tity  of  dried  and  pulverised  w  ild  mush 
rooms  over  a  layer  of  earth  heavily  en 
ricbed;  then,  in  alternate  layers,  the 
mushroom  powder  and  earth  are  put  to 
gether  until  a  height  of  about  three  feet 
is  attained.  In  about  three  mouths  from 
the  time  the  bed  is  prepared  they  begin 
to  bear  and  when  once  started  routine 
ously  bring  forth  large  quantities  each 
day,  regulated  more  or  less  according  to 
the  atmosphere  of  the  caves. — San  Fran
